Murray On Prohibition In America

*T*HOSE who have recently read. Wells' "Outline of History"' 
fj. 
have no doubt been edified and perhaps amused by the 


"•oteft which sometimes constitute a running debate of a very 
illuminating character. These notes in these volumes signed by 
**G. M." are by Professor Gilbert Murray, of Oxford, undoubted- 
ly one of the world's leading students of the development of 
history. 


Professor Murray declares that this generation has been 
witness to three memorable advances. 
The first of these he 
places as the "conquest of the air"; the second as the formation 
of the League of Nations, and as to the other he says: 
''The third great phenomenon we have seen is the adop-[ 


tion of prohibition by the United States of America. 
I say de-i 


liberately that in my judgment that is an event not merely of! 
pawing consequence, but a great event, judged by the standard 
of world history. 
A nation of one hundred millions of white 


men, the greatest, strongest, richest, and in many ways the most 
progressive, nation in the world, has, Ity absolutely overwhelm- [ 
ing majorities, declared that alcoholic drink of any sort shall be; 
neither manufactured, nor sold, nor imported, nor consumed1 
within its territories. Many of our friends—I mean our friends, 
the enemy—seem to have been taken by surprise, and suddenly 
startled by this evei.i, which I think was not the case with those j 
of us who have followed the temperance movement. They look 
upon it a? a sudden "pussy-footed* intrigue, as a sort of lightning' 
cabal. We know it vras nothing of the sort. It is the fruit of a 
prolonged campaign of education carried out thru the school, 
the church, the mission, the debating society, thru conversations 
round the fire in the village store, thruout all the States of 
America. I think it significant that in the few attempted pro- 
tests that have been organized against the prohibition law. 
against the Eighteenth amendment of the United States Con-' 
•titution, it has proved almost impossible to get any protest • 
from those states which were accustomed to prohibition before. 
The revolt against prohibition comes almost entirely fr»m the 
states which have never tried it. 
: 
"Some people speak of American prohibition as if it might 


be a passing phase; as if it were what it was to a certain extent 
perhaps in Russia—a violent reaction against a terrible and"

has gone up stage by stage, step by step, towards tin's establish- 
ment of complete universal sobriety.

"On the question of its being a passing change, the result 


of some temporary delusion—the facts are very plain: V.'e all 
know that the American Constitution is an exceedingly tough ^ 
bird—an eagle of advanced age.

It is verv difficult to get any amendment introduced into it, but 
when "an amendment is there, passed by a two-thirds majority of

Formerly, just 
as, on the whole, in England we have had the upper ri:.: ,v.t 
against us, at any rate until lately, so, thruout the world, we 
have had the bulk of the civilized nations against UP. The only 
nations that went whole-heartedly for the prohibition of r-'rong 
drink -were the Moslems, and the Moslems, may I say, v.-:th^ut 
offense to our loyal fellow-subjects and allies, have not as a rule 
been in the very vanguard of civilization. We had the Moslem 
peoples, and we had certain districts and localities in America 
and Canada and the Colonies. Now—we have on cur side a 
nation, which stands in the very vanguard of progress and 
speaks with a voice second to none in the civilized world.'
